At last M. Raymond Poincare has 
broken his silence in the face of di- 
rect accusations tbat with Ishvolsky, 
the Russian ambassador in Varis he 
was in part responsible for the out- 
break of the war.

It is a well known fact that a great | 
many cases of chronic Bright's disease 
(nephritis) are first detected by the 
insurance examiner. Not that the dis- 
ease is so insidious, but more likely a 
vague sense of insecure health leads 
the victim to seek insurance. 

Occasionally, in a case of undoubted 
chronic Bright's disease neither albu- 
min nor casts can be found in the 
analyst. But the general symptoms 
make the diagnosis possible. 

While one or two symptoms seldom 
signify anything definite in themsel- 
ves, when you find a _ considerable 
number of signs present in an indi- 
vidual, a presumptive diagnosis is war- 
ranted. 

Some of the general signs noted in 
cases of Bright's disease and leading 
to the chemical and microscopial uri- 
nalysis may be mentioned, 

Enlargement of the heart. Accen- 
tuation of the aortie second sound— 
due to inereased blood pressure slam- 
High 
blood pressure. Palpable arteries— 
that is, the artery in the wrist for 
example may still be distinguished and 
rolled under the fingers after the pulse 
is shut off by pressure above. This 
latter is a sign of early hardening of 
the arteries. 

When the blood pressure is above 
200 millimeters regularly there is a 
strong presumption of Bright's dis- 
ease. 

Unexplained hemorrhages in the 
skin, kidneys. bowels or stomach are 
often an early sign of Birght’s dis- 
ease. 

Failing eyesight, due to retinal in- 
flammation,; is sometimes the first 
warning. Oculists often diagnose 
Bright's disease by examining the re- 
tina. 

Dizziness and vertigo are commonly 
complained of. 

General loss of strength and weight 
after the age of forty should suggest 
these possible causes: Cancer, dia- 
betes, syphilis, tuberculosis, Bright's 
disease. 

Stomach trouble or indigestion, or 
attacks of diarrhoea may be the symp- 
toms which bring the patient to the 
doctor. These symptoms are chiefly 
uremic—intoxication by retained poi- 
son.

REALTY BOARD ANE 
BY GOVERNOR WALKE 


Josiah Flourney, of Columbts; G. 
A. Mercer, of Savannah, and A. w.| 
Luckie, of Augusta, Friday were ap- 
pointed members of the Georgia real 
estate board by Governor Clifford 
Walker. 

Provisions of the act creating the 
state board affect only five counties, 
Chatham, Richmond, Bibb, Muscogee 
and Fulton, these having populations 
of over 44,195 in 1920. 

According to provisions of the bill 
the board is to organize on the first 
‘Tuesday in January, 1926, and is to 
hold monthly meetings thereafter. 
Each member is to receive $25 a day 
and expenses for services rendered. 

The board is given authority by the 
act to license real estate dealers at a 
fee of $25, and also real estate sales- 
men, who must pay a license fee 
of $10.

From the standpoint of practical

During this investigation, votes on 
prohibition were taken in the Cleve- 
| land Rotary club, the Rochester 
Kiwanis club and the Kansas City 
(Mo.) Lions and Rotary clubs. The 
ballots permitted a vote for (1) pro- 
hibition as it is, (2) light wines and 
beer, (3) regulated sale of liquors, 
and (4) the saloon. The result was 
as follows: 

Cleveland Rotary club—188 votes, 
G4 favorable to prohibition, and the 
majority of the balance for the regu- 
lated sale of liquor without the saloon. 

Rochester Kiwanis club—®@® votes, 
20 favorable to prohibition, and the 
balance distributed among the sev- 
eral alternative proposals. 

Kansas City clubs—81 ballots, 54 
favorable to prohibition and~the re- 
mainder for regulated sale. This vote 
alone gave a majority favorable to 
the prohibition laws. 

The hold that the idea of “per- 
sonal liberty” has upon men’s minds 
is a factor in the situation of the 
greatest social and political import- 
ance. It is ‘by no means limited to 


persons who want to indulge an ap-' 


petite. Much barm has_ been done 
the cause of prohibition by the fail- 
ure to take this attitude seriously 
and to respect it where it is honest 
and sincere. 

Attitude of Labor. 

Of equal significance is the fact 
that industrial labor. is so largely 
hostile to prohibition. An investiga- 
tion was conducted in a considerable 
number of industrial establishments 
in various cities in the industrial 
section of the eountry. The major 
results may be summarized as fol- 
lows: ; 

Fitchburg, Mass., a fairly typical 
industrial city whose population was 
41.029 in 1920.—Interviews were had 
with 149 men, of whom 84 appeared 
hostile to prohibition ; 50 were friend- 
ly to prohibition; 15 were uncertain. 
There was no enthusiasm for the 
saloon, nor was the characteristic at- 
titude of those opposed to prohibi- 
tion merely “Wet,” in the sense that 
they resented the restriction upon 
their indulgences. Many of them re- 
corded a serious and sober judgment

An interesting, but exceptional, bit 
of information was contained in the 
report of a ballot taken among the 
workers on The Seattle Daily Times. 
The temper of labor in that section 
is well known. Of the 80 persons 
voting, 47, a clear majority, recorded 
themselves as favorable to _ prohibi- 
tion in its existing form. ‘The most 
plausible explanation of this excep- 
tional result is that it reflects a well: 
known hostility to the use of intoxi- 
cants on the part of certain aggres- 
sive elements in the labor movement. 

This constitutes, of course, only a 
meager sampling of industrial labor, 
but it helps to explain why the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor maintains 
its hostility toward prohibition. The 
workers covered in the canvass were, 
to be sure, mostly non-union men, 
but there is good reason to consider 
the attitudes disclosed typical of in- 
dustrial labor. One would suppose 
that self-interest both from the point 
of view of the individual and from 
that of the labor union would dic- 
tate a policy of opposition to the 
liquor traffic.. A representative of- 
ficial of the shop crafts unions has 
said that he would have dreaded to 
undertake the last great railroad 
strike had the saloons been running 
as before. Yet among workmen, as 
among managers, considerations of 
personal preference are stronger than 
rational judgments.

vorable opinions may be surprising. It 
must be recalled, however, that the 
‘influential press belongs to the larger 
population centers, where hostile sen- 
'timent is strongest. In general “dry”

'the inland states. The most conclu- 
‘sive returns came from Missouri ‘and 
'Kansas, in each of which 14 out of 
'17 replies reported a prevailing senti- 
ment favorable to prohibition. 


General Public. 


When we reach that vague and elu- 
sive factor, the opinion of the gen- 
eral public, there is little basis for 
anything but surmise.

BOOST IN RETAIL 
PRICES OF FOOD 
SHOWN IN AUGUST 


Washington, September 18.—(#)— 
Retail prices of food in most cities 
of the United States, were still on 
the upgrade during August, the labor 
department reported, in its monthly 
study of the subject. The gain from 
July to August was placed at three- 
tenths of one per cent, and from 
August, 1924, 11 per cent. 

Eggs, canned salmon, lard, but- 
ter and pork chops were the items 
chiefly responsible for the increase 
in August, the report said, while 
some articles, including onions, cab- 
bage, most kinds of meat and several | 
fruits showed decreases. 

Of the 51 cities in which the labor 
agents check retail food prices, all 
were said to show the increased price 
level in August, as comparéd with 
August, 1924, while 30 registered in- 
creases, and 20 decreases, from July 
15 to August 15, this’ year, one show- 
ing no change.
